The present low level of canned goods prices is de- 
scribed by an eastern expert as being due to “exces- 
sive production of the three principal staples.” The 
author of this phrase sizes the situation up correctly, 
although he might have added, by way of explanation, 
that the prevailing demoralization is a result of the 
large percentage of goods of inferior quality in the 
total supply, without which production of the three 
principal vegetable items, tomatoes, corn, and peas, 
would not have been excessive. So far as the really 
good qualities are concerned, stocks are not large nor 
are markets demoralized. If the 1905 pack of very 
low grades should be only about half—or less than 
half—of last vear’s pack, much healthier market con- 
ditions would speedily follow.

Commenting on the current state of business, Dun’s 
weekly review of trade says that “Weather irregu- 
larities provided the only check to business, but on 
the whole the outlook is encouraging. Aside from 
the Chicago strike, there is exceptionally little fric- 
tion between capital and labor, many higher wage 
scales going into effect this week. Traffic returns: 
are well maintained, railway earnings for April ex- 
ceeding last vear’s by 10.5 per cent, and lake naviga- 
tion is heavy.” Bradstreet’s trade summary — says: 
“What might be termed a breathing spell is being 
taken in numerous lines of trade and industry pend- 
ing the advent of settled weather.” Dun’s review of 
rade in Chicago and iributary territory states that 
“In bank exchanges, approaching closely record 
breaking proportions, fewer commercial defaults, 
firmness in values of staples and steady accretion 
of new demands, business generally exhibits good 
tone. The only unfortunate drawback is the further 
spread of the teamsters’ strike, but even this has not 
prevented an improvement in deliveries.. The sus- 
tained gratifying agriculiural outlook also adds mate- 
rially to trade confidence. Late reports reflect  in- 
creased consumption of commodities throughout the 
interior. Wholesale transactions have been of satis- 
factory volume in the leading lines. Railroad traffic 
has niaintained recently noted gains notwithstanding 
lessened marketing of farm products due to’rush in 
spring seeding.”

XPORTS of canned vegetables from the Unit- 
ed States during the 9 months ending March, 
1905, make rather a poor showing as com- 
pared with exports during the g months end- 
ing March, 1904. In the three-quarter year ending 
March last the canned goods exported from this coun- 
try were valued at $436,316. In the same period of 
the previous year they reached a value of $592,000, 
showing that there has been, from what cause we are 
unable to state, unless it was better crops abroad, a 

considerable shrinkage in this business. 

Our export vegetable trade is evidently one to which 
considerable attention will have to be paid if we are 
to swell it to the proportions hoped for and realize an 
important output in foreign markets. At the present 
time we are actually importing more goods of this 
class than we are shipping out of the country, as dur- 
ing the 9 months ending March, 1905, we imported 
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Shrinkage in Canned Goods Exports. 


prepared or preserved vegetables to the value of $1.- 
085,873, showing a condition we would all be pleased 
to see reversed. 

Canned fruit exports make a good showing, although 
in this branch too exports during the 9 months end- 
ing March, 1905, were of less value than during the 
same period of the previous year, having been valued 
at $2,426,282 for the former period against $2,552,- 
209 for the latter. The gain over 1903, however, is 
considerable, as exports during the 9 months ending 
March, 1903, were valued at but $1,592,178. 

American fish canners are doing a large foreign 
business. They exported 32,800,848 lbs. of canned 
salmon during the 9 months ending March, 1905. 
These goods were valued at close to $3,000,000. Dur- 
ing the same period we exported $78,618 worth of 
canned fish other than salmon and shelled fish, and 
$21,195 worth of canned caviare. 


An Expert on Food Advertising. 


HOMAS Balmer, who is recognized as one 
of the ablest advertising experts in America, 
in an article on “Successful Food Advertis- 
ing,” published in the April number of “What 
to Eat,” gives some suggestions which we  recom- 
mend for consideration by those of our readers who 
may be contemplating the adoption of advertising as 
a means for mcreasing consumption of their particu- 
lar brands of canned goods. 

Regarding the ideal food advertisement, Mr. Bal- 
mer says it will “Contain an attractive and inviting 
display in the shape of a cut or illustration, and, first, 
a strong argument proving that the food is appetising, 
and second, an argument in favor of its purity, and 
third, an argument in favor of its nutritiousness.” 

Mr. Balmer refers to advertising articles of limit- 
ed consumption, and, continuing, says: “But when you 
are advertising a food product in a home, you are 
not only advertising something that every member of 
the home can use and continue to use, but one which 
requires constantly to be renewed. Therefore your 
advertising should be large enough to be seen regu- 
larly by every occupant of that home. It is just as 
important to interest children in a food as it is the 
grown people. Food is unaffected by change of fash- 
ion, as are clothing and other things. The names of 
foods should certainly be household words. 

“It will pay the manufacturer of a food to see that 
the housewife is instructed in ways of preparing the 
same old food. To this end an intelligent and help- 
ful book of recipes should be prepared, one that real- 
ly suggests things for the housewife to do. 

“A large number of leading advertisers now offer 
in every magazine advertisements for some considera- 
tion—a stamp, a label, top of a can—or simply, on re- 
quest, to send what really amounts to a very complete 
and practical book as far as their own product is con- 
cerned. This way of advertising is the most legitimate 
offer of printed matter that can be made. The pos- 
session of a book immediately creates a desire to buy 
the food and try the recipes. It is safe to say that 





such books are preserved with the other cook-books 
in hundreds of these homes.” 

Mr. Balmer rightly says that manufacturers of food 
products should not be too stingy in the use of space 
when advertising in magazines. He points out that 
because the product advertised is a food article, there- 
fore an article consumed by every member of every 
family, and in which everybody is necessarily interest- 
ed, none of the circulation of a good magazine is 
wasted. He elaborates this point in the following: 

“A woman may buy a new dress every month, but 
in that month she spends more than the cost of that 
dress upon food for her family. She goes to market 
either armed with facts about certain prepared foods 
or she goes with open mind and takes anything the 
grocer offers her. The manufacturer knows well 
enough that it is not often his products are offered if 
the grocer is putting up his own canned goods under 
his own brand. It stands to reason that the canners 
whose produce is put up for the grocer, under the gro- 
cer’s own label, can never have the same high stand- 
ard and the same interest in keeping that standard as 
a manufacturer whose canned goods go to consumers 
under the manufacturer’s brand, and for which he 
himself is responsible.” 

Mr. Balmer, as advertising manager of the maga- 
zines known as “The Butterick Trio,” is certainly well 
qualified to speak authoritatively upon the subject of 
food products publicity. Those who read his observa- 
tions given above will not doubt that his ideas of 
plans for creating popularity for goods put up under 
packers’ brands are thoroughly sound. Since the mat- 
ter of advertising to increase consumption has taken 
on a new significance among canned goods packers, 
the opinion of an expert like Mr. Balmer must be 
much more than ordinarily interesting, as the possi- 
bilities of direct-to-the-consumer advertising are, in a 
country so vast and containing such an enormous pop- 
ulation as ours, practically unlimited. Canners of 
fruits and vegetables are only beginning their study of 
this profitable subject. 





“Canner” Want Ads.--Try One 
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France Dislikes American Food Censorship. 

l‘rench food manufacturers and exporters adverse 
ly criticise the censorship employed by the United 
States government in the rigid examination into what 
are termed sanitary conditions of l'rench products sent 
to this country. A special correspondent of the New 
York Commercial, writing from Paris, states that this 
has in fact gone so far as to result in a bill being 
presented just recently to the French Chamber of 
Deputies, and which, it is stated, will unquestionably 
be favorably acted upon by the legislative body. This 
the correspondent regards as important as_ bearing 
more or less in detail on our canned goods interests in 
France, to which country exports from the United 
States have been expanding during recent years. 
Some of the main points are that French sardine in- 
terests are badly hampered by the product of other 
countries, notably that of the United States, herrings 
packed as sardines and labeled with the names of 
lrench packers, and this question is to be treated very 
severely, especially as the French market is invaded 
by an “inferior foreign product.” 

[t appears that Portugal also is a thorn in the flesh 
in the French sardine trade, and it is interesting, par- 
ticularly as affecting the fish industry, to learn that 
over 40,000 families, or an average of 200,000 indi- 
viduals, derive their sustenance from this particular 
industry. 

The bill states that in the United States last year 
nearly 1,200,000 boxes of herrings under the name of 
sardines were produced, representing a value of 18,- 
000,000 francs or $3,600,000, giving employment to 
6,000 people whose salaries alone equalled $900,000. 
This has aroused a great deal of jealousy among the 
French people whose living depends on what was 
originally a genuine product of ‘France. 

The sardine factories in France number to-day 150 
and the packers of other canned goods approximate 
450, the 600 representing a total value of 120,000,000 
francs, Or $24,000,000. 





May Not Sell Before July. 

Advices from San Jose, Cal., state that at a meet- 
ing of business men, bankers, prune packers and fruit 
men who comprise the Dried Fruit Protection associa- 
tion it was decided to recommend to the prune grow- 
ers of the coast that they do not sell or contract to 
sell their crop before July 1, 1905, at less than a 3- 
cent basis net. 

It is stated that a canvass among the packers and 
other reports and estimates show that the crop of 1905 
will be less than 50 per cent of the crop of 1904. 





Condition of Illinois Crops. 

The first part of the week was quite favorable for 
farm work, and much plowing and planting were done 
in all sections. Rainfall, heavy in many localities of 
the southern district, extended over the entire state 
on the 4th and 5th, hindering work in the southern 
district, and causing a temporary cessation in the 
other districts. The temperature was above the sea- 
sonal average, and with ample moisture, the conditions 
were very favorable for germination and plant growth. 

Plowing for corn is well advanced, except in the 
southern district, where the soil is too wet, and plant- 
ing now extends through the northern district. The 
work is progressing rapidly in the central district, be- 
ing completed in many localities. With a continuance 

















of favorable weather conditions planting will be ven- 
eral during the ensuing week. Early planted fields 
are up to a good stand in the central and southern djs. 
tricts. 

from present indications fruit was only slightly 
injured by recent frosts, the trees showing * 
bloom. Peaches were mostly winter-killed. Some 
patches of strawberries are ripe in the southern dis- 
trict, and a fair yield of this fruit is promised through- 
out the state. Contrary to early expectations the oe 
look for apples is promising at this time.

by Wall street and such matters as the Bigelow de- 
falcation, or the airing being given the inner work- 
ings of a certain eastern insurance company. “It is 
only necessary,” said Mr. Timms in an interview on 
this subject, “to examine the available statistics of 
last season’s pack to understand why certain future 
canned goods are not selling. 
“Overproduction unprecedented in the three great 
staples is the actuating cause of the neglect into which 
futures in these staples have fallen. Never before 
have corn, peas and tomatoes been.in excessive sup- 
ply in the same season. There have been years when 
there was an overproduction of one and normal or 




























even short packs of one or both of the others, but 
when all three, as was the case last season, were pro- 
duced far in excess of the country’s requirements, it 
js not necessary to seek iurther for a reason why there 
is no present demand for futures in these commodi- 
ties, except for specially favored labels and brands. 
if the buyer can get good standard spot peas at, say, 
6sc to 70c why should he wish to buy futures that 
will cost him goc or $1, and so on through the list. 

“There is no hesitation shown to buy futures in 
those lines of which the pack of the past season has 
been absorbed by consumption. ‘The sales of aspara- 
gus for future delivery this year have been the heavi- 
est ever made. Columbia River salmon futures are 
being bought freely, and there will be no difficulty ex- 
perienced in selling Califcrnia canned fruits for future 
delivery when the time comes.” 


Close Years on Puget Sound. 

Reports from the Pacific coast state that a concert- 
ed movement is in progress for the purpose of bring- 
ing together the Fraser River and the Puget Sound 
canners’ associations on the question of voluntarily 
closing down during the seasons of 1906 and_ 1go8. 
Such a move is considered to be the only hope of pre- 
venting the total annihilation of the sockeye salmon 
industry. 

This action is made necessary, it is stated, by the 
failure of the Washington state legislature to provide 
the legislation necessary to afford the protection de- 
manded. The Canadian authorities were so favorably 
disposed toward the proposed closed season that an 
order in council was passed subject to similar action 
by the state of Washington. 


After Philippine Meat Trade. 

Australian meat producers are invading the mar- 
ket in the Philippines,” says the National Provision 
er, “which is increasing in importance as American 
enterprise booms the islands. Trade statistics show 
that the meat traffic between Australia and the Philip- 
pines largely increased last year, and that the British 
colonies are even competing for the trade in canned 
and cured products.” 








To Protect Salmon in Alaska Waters. 

Alaska’s first salmon fish hatchery will be located 
in Yes bay, on the Cleveland peninsula, about thirty- 
five miles above Loring. It will be one of the largest 
fish culttire stations in the country and wil! cost $50,- 
000 to build. The money for the station was appro- 
priated at the last session of congress. 

Yes bay is in the heart of the salmon fishery zone. 
Of the five species of salmon in the territory, the 
red salmon is probably most plentiful in this section. 
There are, however, streams and bays in the vicinity 
that form the habitat of the remaining four species as 
well as the “home” of the many species of Alaskan 
trout, of pike, cod, pollack, California tomcod, Qalibut, 
black bass and other fish. In other words, and ac- 
cording to the officials at the United States fish com- 
mission in Washington, Yes bay is an ideal location 
for a hatchery. Located in the southeastern portion of 


the territory as it is, it is easily accessible and presents 
advantages not offered by any of the other sites and 
locations considered by the commission. 

Before many more years elapse the commission 
One 


hopes to build three more stations in Alaska. 
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more hatchery in southeast Alaska, one at Afognak 
island and one in the Bristol bay region. With these 
stations in operation, there is no doubt in the minds 
of the government fish experts that the very large 
capital invested in the Alaska salmon fisheries will 
be suitably protected and insure the territory becom- 
ing absolutely the greatest fish-producing country in 
the world. 





Prospects for Oregon Prunes. 

Advices from Salem, Oregon, indicate that the 
Willamette Valley will have a bumper prune crop 
this vear. In a few lowland orchards the blossoms 
were so badly injured by frost or cold rains that little 
fine fruit is expected, but reports from most districts 
show the outiook to be good. Oregon prune men ex- 
pect to receive heavier orders this vear because of 
the favorable impression the fruit made at St. Louis 
last summer. There are small quantities of petite 
prunes left in Oregon, but the Italian prunes are all 
sold. 





Raisin Growers’ Company Incorporates. 

Dispatches from Fresno, Cal., state that the articles 
of incorporation of the New Raisin Growers’ com- 
pany have been sent to Reno, Nev., where they will 
be filed. 

The dispatches also state that the Escrow Commit- 
tee has turned over to the directors signed pledges ag- 
gregating 35,925 acres, which is slightly in excess of 
the minimum acreage required. 





Alaska Fisheries Union. 


The amendment provides for an increase of the 
capital stock. It was originally $100,000. Under the 
increase the stock is $310,000. The old stock re- 


mains as common and the 210,000 of new stock is 
preferred. The preferred stock is to receive dividends 
first up to 6 per cent; next, if earnings are sufficient, 
the common stock will get dividends of 6 per cent. 
Greater earnings will be divided pro rata. The docu- 
ments filed state that the preferred stock is to be ex- 
changed at par for investment certificates of the com- 
pany. It is also recited that the original $100,000 
capital stock has been all paid in and that the debts 
and liabilities of the company, aside from investment 
certificates, aggregate $108,436.77, and that invest- 
nent certificates amount to $214,662.25.

The Jones-Southmayd Co. has been incorporated 
at Omaha, Neb., with a- capital stock of $250,000 by 
Glenn Jones, Geo.

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The bulk of the business that local representatives 
of packers have transacted during the week reviewed 
has been with interior wholesalers. ‘The interest of 
Chicago grocery jobbers in spot canned goods doesn't 
manifest itself in the form of actual purchases. to 
amount to anything, as the teamsters’ strike still in- 
terferes to some extent with the carting of goods 
from freight sheds to stores, or when sold to retailers, 
from stores or’ warehouses to the railroad depots 
for shipment to interior points. Locally, therefore, 
canned goods trade is unsatisfactory in volume. It 
is unlikely that we should be enjoying a really active 
movement if the illogical sympathetic strike of the 
teamsters hadn't occurred and put a check on _ busi- 
ness in Chicago and tributary territory; but trade 
would, of course, be vastly better than it has been 
since the teamsters—a ljarge majority of whom did 
so very unwillingly—laid down their reins at com- 
mand of the officers of their union. The strike situa- 
tion, however, is visibly improving daily. The em- 
ployers are getting matters much better in hand; 
shipments now suffer less interference, business 
steadily returning to its normal basis, due entirely 
to the splendid determination and energy displayed by 
the employers, in whose work the wholesale grocers 
of the city have taken a leading part ever since the 
inception of the trouble. 

Much interest centers in prospects for the fruit 
crops. Advices from Baltimore indicate that peach- 
es, pears and cherries suffered more or less from the 
recent freeze. Pears, it appears, suffered quite bad- 
lv, peaches in a lesser degree, while cherries it seems 
were heavily cut down. Reports from California, 
too, indicate a less favorable prospect for fruits than 
existed a month ago. Apricots are the only variety 
expected to vield a bumper crop. Reports state that 
cherries will be light. An advice cn peaches says 
that they “will only turn out a fair crop. The San 
Joaquin valley will have a light crop, whereas the 
Sacramento valley will be large in some places ars 
very light in others.” The plum crop, which in- 
cludes prunes, isn’t expected to be a good one in any 
section of California. Pears have suffered severely 
from blight and will be a small crop in practically all 
parts of the state. 

As regards the general spot situation, discussion 


has already been so exhaustive that further attempt 
at analysis of conditions would be in reality but repe- 
tition of earlier observations. The tomato market, 
however, shows improvement in the East, holders ex- 
hibiting more confidence in the article. Advices from 
New York indicate a slight improvement, and Balti- 
more reports have a hea'thier sound. As one of the 
largest canned goods concerns in Baltimore says, 
“Some of the more optimistic experts on the tomato 
situation seem to think we are on the eve of some 
advance, and base their predictions on the continuous 
run of orders and the increased interest being shown 
in the market by some of the larger operators. As 
far as we can see, while there is no sign of any imme- 
diate change, the market is gradually working: itself 
into better position. One lot after another is going 
out, and the extent to which manufacturers have been 
cleaned out does not seem to be fully grasped by the 
trade authority. During the past week the market in 
Baltimore has braced up considerably, and it has been 
necessary for us to fill the bulk of our orders for 60- 
cent tomatoes in the county.” 

A report by another large and well informed Bal- 
timore house contains the following comment on the 
situation: “Increased buying of spot tomatoes dur- 
ing the past week is having its effect in this section. 
No one anticipates any immediate advance in the to- 
mato market, but then it is the unexpected that often 
happens in connection with that article. Any article 
that can show an improvement in the face of such 
hard hammertng as the tomato market got two weeks 
ago has sufficient intrinsic value to justify moderate 
purchases at this time. The buying during the last 
ten days was of an encouraging character to the 
packer and jobber alike. The next ninety days will 
be active in spot tomatoes, and the effect on the mar- 
ket of the extraordinarily large consumption of them 
since last fali will be manifest. The tomato packing 
season in this section opens during the first half of 
August. There is next to nothing doing in future 
tomatoes. We are frank to state that our orders to 
buy tomatoes from future delivery up to May Ist, 
do not amount altogether, to one-tenth of our orders 
for them up to the same date last year, and, we be- 
lieve, our business may be taken as a fair index of the 
general situation. No changes during the week oc-

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curred in other lines of vegetables. Spot corn is mov- 
ing out more freely, while future corn is at a stand- 
still. New spinach is being packed and is fairly ac- 
tive. The packing of new peas will commence later 
in this month. Up to this time little or no interest 
in them has been taken by the jobbers, and our can- 
ners have made no fixed prices.” 

Futures are, apparently, as slow in other markets 
of the country as they are in Chicago. Nowhere do 
jobbers show real interest in 1905 packing staple 
vegetables and in no market is business anything ap- 
proaching normal for this season of the vear. 


Tomatoes— 

Spot tomatoes could hardly be duller than they are 
at present, and nothing at all is being done in 1905 
packing in the local market. In the case of spots, the 
partial tie-up incident to the teamsters’ strike is very 
largely responsible for the almost total lack of busi- 
ness; futures are not selling to amount to anything 
for the simple reason that the jobbers are not interest- 
ed in them and therefore won't buy. Spot tomatoes 
are unchanged in price, at 65¢ to 67%c, delivered 
Chicago. Futures are being offered at former fig- 
ures. Business in spot tomatoes in New York ap- 
pears to be moderate, though the feeling is reported 
as being firm on full standard goods. A report states 
that a good deal of business could be done there at a 
slight shading of prices, which holders are not in- 
clined to do. We hear that No. 3 standard New Jer- 
sey pack tomatoes are held generally at 67'%c less 
discount, delivered New York. Recently they were 
obtainable at 2%c per doz. less. New Jersey gallons 
are quoted at $1.75@1.85. The feeling on tomatoes 
in Baltimore has noticeably improved, but an advance 
has not occurred. See the letter of our Baltimore 
correspondent in this issue for prices of the spot mar- 
ket. A report from there notes a somewhat better 
inquiry for future standard 3s at 62'%4c per doz., 
which packers as a rule are disinclined to sell at. 
Corn— 

It is the cld story so far as corn is concerned 
no lack of offerings, and some few sales, at very low 
prices. And the market is dull; little has been done 
here during the past week in either spot or future 
goods. Spot western corn is quoted as low as 52'%c 
per doz. That at least is the lowest figure we have 
heard this week. Western 1905 packing is offered at 
6oc, f. o. b. factory, while there are reported sales of 
Indiana futures at a lower price. Corn is reported 



















steady but quiet in the New York market, very little 
business seems to be passing there. Offerings of 
Maine spot corn are reported light. New York State 
spot is held generally at 70@75c per doz. for fy] 
standard quality. Some movement in spot is reported 
in Baltimore, with future business at a complete 
standstill. Future Maine style corn is quoted at 6oc 
per doz. less discount, f.

Condition of Fruit Crop in California. Quiet Market on Can 
ned Fruits. Packers Not Making Preparations for Tom- 
atoes. Opening Prices on Cured Apricots and 
Prunes. 
San Francisco, Cal., May 6, 1905. 

Eprrok CANNER: 

The growing crops are advancing rapidly and it is getting 
4 little easier to figure out probable crops. Cherries, particu- 
larly Royal Annes, are extremely short. Perhaps not 20 per 
cent of a crop at the outside. White cherries are in better 
supply, probably half a crop; blacks about the same. This 
fruit was in blossom during the rain, and the pollen, of course, 
could not float from blossom to blossom; the pollenization 

failed, and the blossoms dropped. 

Apricots are a very full crop, probably the largest crop the 

state has produced. The Moorparks are not quite so plenty, 
but most of the trees have sufficient fruit. Freestone peaches 
are a fair crop in nearly all sections, though perhaps the Muirs 
and Salways are showing up a little better than either the 
Crawfords or Fosters. Cling peaches are also in good supply 
throughout the state. I would say that neither fruit is what 
we would call a good crop in comparison. Bartlett pears are 
extremely short, probably 50 per cent of a crop, and 75 per 
cent of these are scabby. Plums are in short supply, though 
probably sufficient for all canning purposes. 

Prunes are extremely short, and it is generally admitted by 
conservative packers that “there will not be to exceed 50 per 
cent of last year’s crop.” It may be possible that this quan- 
tity may be exceeded, as it is rather too early to judge ac- 
curately, but it is safe to say that by no possible means can 
there be 75 per cent of last year’s crop, which would mean per- 
haps 40 per cent of a normal crop. 

There is very little doing in canned fruits, except in a few 
assorted cars going forward, as canners are not inclined to 


put out any baits in the way of prices. It is doubtful if prices 
will be named this season until at least the second week in 
June. The general opinion among canners is that there can- 
not be more than sufficient peaches packed to fill the normal 
demand, while pears and cherries will be packed considerably 
short of past years. 

Tomato’ canners do not seem to be making any great prepa- 
rations for a large pack. It is doubtful if the pack of the 
present season will equal that of last, which was 507,000 cases, 
against 835,000 of 1903. There is not a large supply in the 
hands of outside packers; most of these are cleaned up. The 
California Fruit Canners’ Association, however, have quite 
a little block which they are turning out from time to time. 

In the dried fruit line apricots opened about 7c for choice, 

734¢ for extra choice, but sales have been made as low as 634c 
for extra choice. There is not a large amount of business 
done, as the report of a large crop is apt to make jobbers con- 
servative about early purchases of this fruit. 

On peaches there has been little or nothing done, and I 
know of no prices being made on futures. 

Prunes are reported to have been offered out at the Eastern 
seaboard at 2c bag basis for September-October shipment, but 
reports I have seen indicate that packers refuse to confirm. 
There has been little business offered at 2'%c bag basis, but 
it is a question whether packers are ready to contract at this 
price. The growers seem to know the value of their fruit 
this season, and the Promotion Committee in San Jose taking 
a firm stand and advising growers and packers to make no 
sales of futures before July Ist at less than 3c basis, seems 
to be having some affect on spot stocks. Where sales have 
been made freely on 13¢c basis up to nearly the first of May, 
at the present time even 1%c bag basis is not tempting. W hat 
prunes are left in the hands of packers are in perfect condi- 
tion and if the opening price is 3c, or even 234¢ for new 
prunes, the old prunes would sell from 2%c to 2™%c. 

The raisin growers seem to have signed up to the extent 
of the acreage required, and newspaper reports indicate that 
the Raisin association is an assured thing. CAL.

(rade in canned goods has remained substantially unchanged 
since last week, with business limited to actual requirements 
in most instances, and with buyers showing comparatively 
little interest beyond supplyng immediate necessities. There 
has been a moderate degree ot interest in nearly all lines, but 
buyers have taken only relativels small quantities, unless forced 
by circumstances to take more. It follows, therefore, that the 
market is still well stocked with substantially everything that 
is wanted. Holders would be glad to see buyers come in 
more numerously and purchase larger quantities, but appa- 
rently their desires will not be gratified for a week or two yet, 
at least. Prices remain substantially as previously reported, 
though it is probable that nearly all varieties could be bought 
below quotations upon firm offer. 

The principal packers of southern peas are still out of the 
market with their offerings for 1905, but a prominent broker- 
age house has opened the market with announcement of 
opening prices, which may be only put out for speculative pur- 
poses. It could not be learned whether the packers themselves 
ask that the prices be announced or whether the firm is trying 
the market so that packers may the more readily make their 
prices for the season. ‘The prices named are: Standard, 
65(a80c ; sifted, 8oc@$1.00; extra sifted, $1.25@1.30; petit pois, 
$1.50@1.75. The prices are 1o@15c lower than the opening 
last year, but they may mean nothing. It is only one firm’s 
figures and the market will not really be known until a num- 
ber of the larger packers name their prices. There is no 
movement of spot goods. The available supply consists prin- 
cipally of the better grades, for which there is no demand, 
even though they are offered at low values. Spot prices are

“Index’’ Doesn’t Believe Acreage in Maine will Be Mat- 
erially Increased. Gallon Apple Market Again 
Quiet. 


Portland, Me., May 8, 1905. 
EpitoR CANNER :— 

During the past week I have seen many canners, many 
dealers and a few brokers, not only from here but from other 
clites, and it was the unanimous verdict that it was dull, duller, 
dullest. Had any grammarian, in this or any other country, 
been able to have discovered a more superlative degree of 
stagnation the honors cf Columbus would have been his. 
Stili the truth of the old saying that “Satan finds some mis- 
chief still, for idle hands to do,” has been well exemplified dur- 
ing the past week by persistent reports from New York that 
some packer was offering his future Maine fancy corn at 85c. 
Now, the chances are that the party who made that statement 
was using his hat for a speaking trumpet. It was reported 
months ago, and I think it is true, that one packer had sold 
his best future corn at 77%c f. o. b. Portland. This fact, if it 
be a fact, did not ruffle the market price in the least. The 
best of some packers is not so remarkable for quality as 
quantity from the same cob. Further, 1 do not think that this 
packer ever claimed his goods to be fancy. 

That future fancy corn has been sold at a lower price than 
g5c every reader of THE CANNER knows; that is, if he believes 
me. If the reader does not believe me, so much the worse for 
the reader—the facts will remain the same. Prices were 
opened at 95c f. o. b. Portland, and 92'%c f b. factory, as 
a rule, but as the laws of the Medes and persians are not 
now in force in Maine, but only the famous prohibitory law 
(occasionally), buyers will not be at all surprised if some 
packers sold less than the above figures. 

It is a fact, patent to any merchant that is a merchant, that 
packers of long-established reputation can and do command 
higher prices than some others new to the business, even 
when the product is the equal of any. This fact. however, 
remains to be proved, and the buyer hesitates unless the price 
is low, to take chances. I take no stock in any 85c¢ business 
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for any future fancy from any packer, either f. o. factory 
or Portland. Nor do I take stock in any material increase 
in acreage or future packing. There is not a car left on hand 
to-day, to the best of my knowledge, of really fancy Maine 


corn. I refer to corn, not labels. I can see no valid reason 
why, if the corn be fancy, that each and all the Maine pack 
ers should not be able to sell all their prospective packs at 


full prices. ‘This canard about the great increase will sub 
side, mark my words, after it is too late to plant. Think of 
that gentle reader, and put in a pin. Bye and bye, when the 
“horse is stolen,” buyers will wonder why they did not see it. 
[his is a very, very good time to contract. The false report 
of over-acreage has injured some of the largest and best 
Maine packers. It is too bad. But, then, there may have been 
a “method in their madness.” If so, the object will fail. 
Really fancy Main corn will always command full value—if 
it be really Maine. Some packers and many merchants know 
what I mean. 

The demand for both spot and future corn is a thing of the 
past and future, for no packer or broker is “spinning a thread” 
just now.

The firmer feeling in the tomato market that was noticeable 
a week ago has > eon continued and the conditions seem favor 
able now for an advancing market. The demand for toma 
toes is good and is coming in from all over the country. In 
addition to this there is quite a good demand from Canada 
Che orders continue to be of only the hand to mouth variety, 
few of them being for over 1,000 cases. This shows that the 
speculators are still standing off and that the demand is for 
legitimate necessities. It is hardly likely, however, that there 
will be much advance during the summer unless there is a 
crop scare. The natural demand will probably force the 
market up to 65c or 67%c, but an advance of this kind is 
hardly enough to justify speculators taking hold when all the 
necessary expenses are considered, hence they stand off and 
it will doubtless be much better for the business in the long 
run. 

I read with en interest the letter written by “Nemesis” 
that you published last week. He is certainly a pessimist of 
the worst kind. I take issue with him, not alone as to stocks 
of tomatoes on hand (which he estimates entirely too high), 
but also as to the advisability of packers practically stopping 
packing for the season. If Nemesis has been acquainted with 
the packing business for nearly twenty years he must remem- 
ber several season when the cry in the springtime has been 
that the stock of tomatoes on hand was sufficient to supply 
the demands of the country without any being packed the en- 
suing season, and that probably the very next season toma- 





toes went up to fancy prices. To go no further back than 
1901, up to May of that year tomatoes were a dri ug on the 
market and it was prophesied by many so called « Xperts that 
if packers would not put up any the next season there would 
still be enough tomatoes to go round. The market had been 
dead round about 65c. What followed, however? Alone ra 
July a severe drought set in and the tomato plants were in- 
jured to some extent. An advance in the market for canned 
tomatoes set in and it did not stop until No. 3 tomatoes were 
over the dollar mark, and yet there was a good 
sized pack (taking the country all over) in Igor. It was the 
high market in the fall of 1901 and beginning of 1902 that in- 
duced so many more people to go into the packing business jn 
the country and which brought about the hez avy packs of the 
years. These periods ¢ ot high prices do as much 
packing business in genral as the low prices do, 
and probably more. A few ps ‘ople sake considerable money 
on a high market, but nearly all of them lose it again by the 
depressed condition of affairs in after years. This would be 
the danger to be feared by the pack being cut down too much 
the coming season. It would probably be the part of wisdom 
for packers to decrease on tomatoes about 30 to 40 per cent 
this season, but not more than that. I*rom all I can learn the 
preparations for tomato acre: ige are bei ig cut down to about 
the above extent. One encouraging feature in the spot tomato 
market at the moment is seen in New York City. ‘This has been 
the weakest spot for some months, but during the last week 
or ten days, prices have advanced and a much better feeling 
prevails. ; 

The summing up of the reports regarding the peach crop 
seems to be about as follows: In some of the exposed parts 
of Delaware the trees were badly injured and the crop will 
not be more than Io to I5 per cent of an average one. In 
other parts of Delaware very little damage was done. On 
the eastern shore of Maryland there seems to have been very 
little damage done at all. In western Maryland the trees were 
only hurt in afew exposed places. !n the valley of Virginia 
considerable damage was done. It therefore abs now as 
though the peach crop will be about up to the average. 

\ few packers commenced packing pineapples in Baltimore 
in a small way at the close of last week and more will get to 
work this week. The fruit is said to be in fine condition and 
the quality will be very good this year. The crop, however, is 
reported as being below the average, and this, coupled with 
the fact that sugar is much higher this season ry it was last 
will make pineapples cost more to pack. s the demand

In an interview he spoke of prospects as follows: “I 
made a trip through the fruit belt, starting from Walnut 
Grove, and what I may say may not be pleasing to the people 
in that district, but judging from my observations I think that 
the pear crop has been somewhat injured by ‘scab’ and will 
this year be lighter than last year. All classes of plums will 
have a bigger crop this year than last, and the same may be 
said of the peaches. At the same time I am of the opinion that 
the cherry crop will be lighter than that of last year.”

According to a report received from Visalia, Cal., Mr. R 
Wright states that by reason of the heavy frost in the latter 
part of March a considerable portion of the Sultana and 
Thompson seedless crops in the vicinity of Dinuba have been 
killed. Mr. Wright estimates that there will be about half the 
average yield of these two varieties near that place and to the 
west, while in the vicinity of Orosi and Sultana the vines ap- 
pear to have been little affected, the frost there being much 
lighter. Of Muscats and Emperors there will be probably the 
usual crops. These seem not to have been bitten. Other va- 
rieties, however, beside those first mentioned, are affected. In 
some places where a part of the blossoms were killed others 
came out to take their places, this especially being true of the 
Muscats.

The Massachusetts Pure Food Law. 

The following is the text of the pure food law ot 
Massachusetts, which is of special interest to packers 
of canned goods: 

Section 1. The state board of health shall cause to be pub- 
lished as often as once each month in the official publication 
of said ‘beaed, and also, if in its opinion the public health can 
be served thereby, may cause to be published in one or more 
papers in Massachusetts, a cesailicene of the examination or 
analysis made by authority of said board during the preced- 
ing month of any article of food manufactured or offered for 
sale in the commonwealth, which is aduiter ated within the 
meaning of chapter 75 of the revised laws; and said board 
of health shall! also cause to be published, with such certificate 
of examination, a statement of the trade mark, brand mark 
or name, with the name and place of business of the manu- 
facturer, Which appear upon the package or box containing 
such adulterated article, or with the name and place of busi- 
ness of the wholesale dealer of whom the goods were ob- 
tained. 

Sec. 16. No person shall manufacture, offer for sale or 
sell within this commonwealth, any drug or article of food 
which is adulterated with the meaning of section 18. 

Sec. 17. The term “drug,” as used in sections 16 to 27, 
inclusive, shall include all medicines for internal or external 
use, antiseptics, disinfectants and cosmetics. The term “food” 
as used therein shall include all articles, simple, mixed or 
compound, used in food or drink by man. 

Sec. 18. A drug shall be deemed to be adulterated: 1. 
If, when sold under or by a name recognized in the United 
States pharmacopoeia, it differs from the standard of strength, 
quality or purity prescribed therein, unless the order therefor 
requires an article inferior to such standard or unless such 
difference is made known or so appears to the purchaser at 
the time of the sale. 2. If, when sold under or by a name 
not recognized in the United States pharmacopoeia, but 
which is found in some other pharmacopoeia or other stand- 
ard work on materia medica, it differs materially from the 
standard of strength, quality or purity prescribed in such work. 
3. If its strength, quality or purity falls below the professed 
standard under which it is sold. 

1. If any substance has been mixed with it so as to reduce, 
a npn or injuriously aftect its quality, strength or purity. 

If an inferior or cheaper substance has been substituted for 
it wholly or in part. 3. If any valuable or necessary constitu- 
ents or ingredients have been wholly or in part taken from it. 

If it is in imitation of or is sold under the name of another 
article. 5. If it consists wholly or in part of a diseased, de- 
composed, putrid, tainted or rotten animal or vegetable sub- 
stance or article, whether manufactured or not, or in case of 
milk, if it is produced by a diseased animal. 6. If it is colored, 
coated, polished or powdered in such a manner as to conceal 
its damaged or inferior condition, or if by any means it is 
made to appear better or of greater value than it is. If it 
contains any added substance or ingredient which is poisonous 
or injurious to health. 8. If it contains any added antiseptic 
or preservative substance, except common table salt, saltpetre, 
cane sugar, alcohol, vinegar, spices, or, in smoked foods, the 
natural products of the smoking process; but the provisions 
of this definition shall not apply to any such article if it bears 
a label on which the presence and the percentage of every 
such antiseptic or preservative substance are clearly indicated, 
nor shall it apply to such portions of suitable preservative sub- 
stances as are used as a surface application for preserving 
dried fish or meat, or as exist in animal or vegetable tissues 
as a natural component thereof, but it shall apply to additional 
quantities. The provisions of this and the two preceding sec- 
tions relative to food shall not apply to mixtures or compounds 
not injurious to health and which are recognized as ordinary 
articles or ingredients or articles of food, if every package 
sold or offered for sale is distinctly iabeled as a mixture or 
compound with the name and per cent of each ingredient 
therein. 

Sec. 19. If a statement of any of the ingredients of an 
article of food or drink or of an article entering into food 
or drink is required by law to be stated upon the label of such 
article, such statement and the name and address of the man- 
ufacturer or vendor of the article shall be distinctly and con- 
spicuously printed on the label in straight, parallel lines of 
plain, uncondensed, legible type, well spaced on a plain 
ground. 

The statement of ingredients shall be clearly separated from 
and not interspersed or confused with other matter, shall 
specify every such ingredient by its ordinary name, and shall 
be in the English language. The letters of said type shall not 


be less than one-twelfth of an inch long, and shall be larger 
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than those of any other printed matter on the label or pack- 
age except the name of the compound or chief article enclosed 
therein, which may be in larger type. 

The required Jabel shall be firmly attached to or printed on 
the exterior of the package or envelope of the said article, on 
the top or side thereof and in plain sight. But the state 
board of health may in writing approve specific labels not 
strictly in accordance with the above provisions, if it is of the 
opinion that the information required by law is set forth there- 
on clearly enough for the reasonable protection of the pur- 
chaser. | ‘Goods labeled in violation of the provision of this 
section shall be subject to the provisions of law relative to 
adulteration of food which is unlabeled. 

Sec. 20. Whoever offers or exposes for sale or delivers to 
a purchaser any drug or article of food shall, upon applica- 
tion of an inspector, analyst or other officer or agent of the 
state board of health and upon tender to him of the value 
thereof, furnish a sample sufficient for the analysis of any such 
drug or article of food which is in his possession. 

Sec. 21. Before such sample is anaylzed, a portion thereof 
shall be reserved and sealed by the analyst ; and, upon a com- 
plaint against any person, such reserved portion shall, upon 
application, be delivered to the defendant or his attorney 

Sec. 22. Canned articles of food shall not be offered for sale 
unless they bear a mark to indicate the grade or quality thereof 
and the name and address of the person who packed or who 
sells them. 

Sec. 23. All canned articles of food which have been pre- 
pared from dried products and have been soaked before can- 
ning shall be plainly marked by an adhesive label having on 
its face the word “soaked,” in letters of legible type not smaller 
than two-line pica. All cans, jugs and other packages contain- 
ing maple syrup or molasses shall be plainly marked by an 
adhesive label having on its face the name and address of the 
person who made and prepared the same with the name and 
quality of the ingredients of the goods in letters of the size 
and description aforesaid. 

Sec. 24. Whoever falsely stamps or labels any cans, jars or 
other packages containing fruit or food of any kind, or know- 
ingly permits such stamping or labeling, or, except as herein- 
after provided violates any of the provisions of sections 16 to 
27, inclusive, shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
$100 nor more than $500; and whoever sells such goods so 
falsely stamped or labeled shall be punished by a fine of not 
less than $10 nor more than $100. 

Sec. 25. Whoever, for the purpose of sale, 
adulterates food with any substance injurious to heaith, or 
knowingly barters, gives away, sells, or has in his possession 
with intent to sell any substatice intended for food which has 
been adulterated with any substance injurious to health, shall 
be punished by a fine of not more than $300 or by imprison- 
ment for not more than one year; and the articles so adulter- 
ated shall be forfeited and destroyed under the direction of 
the court. 

[An indictment under the general statutes, chapter 166, sec 
tion 3 (revised laws, chapter 75, section 25, which charges the 
defendant with unlawfully and fraudulently adulterating “a cer- 
tain substance intended for food, to-wit, one pound ‘of con- 
fectionery,” does not sufficiently describe the substance alleged 
to have been adulterated, and, if seasonz ibly objected to for 
that cause, must be quashed. The word “confectionery” is a 
generic word which includes a great variety of kinds of ar- 
ticles, usually sold in a confectioner’s shop, and does not de- 
scribe the substances, which the defendant is charged with 
adulterating, with the precision and certainty that the consti- 
tution of the commonwealh and the rules of criminal pleading 
require—Commonwealth vy. Chace, 125 Mass. 202.] 

Sec. 26. Whoever, for the purpose of sale, fraudulently 
adulterates any drug or medicine, or sells any fraudulently 
adulterated drug or medicine knowing it to be adulterated, 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than $400 or by im- 
prisonment for not more than one year; and such adulterated 
drugs and medicines shall be forfeited and destroyed under the 
direction of the court. 

Sec. 27. If the standard of strength or purity of any drug 
has been raised since the issue of the last edition of the 
United States pharmacopoeia, no prosecution relative to it 
shall be maintained until such change of standard has been 
published throughout the commonwealth.

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English Markets Overstocked with Canned 
Fruit. 

Henry Jaccbs, vice-president of the California Can- 
neries Company of San Francisco, who returned last 
week from a visit of several months in Europe, ex- 
presses the opinion that the expansion of export 
trade in California canned fruits with Europe is be- 
ing materially retarded by the poor quality of a con- 
siderable percentage of the goods exported. Mr. 
Jacobs refers particulariy to England, which is our 
best customer for California canned fruits. 

“The goods of the leading packers appear to give 
complete satisfaction,” said Mr. Jacobs in an inter- 
view in New York, shortly after his return to Amer- 
ica, “but outside canners have been sending so much 
inferior stock to England that complaints and rejec- 
tions have been more numerous than ever before. | 
visited nearly all parts of Great Britain while I was 
over there and found the same complaint everywhere 
I went. Of course there was some excuse this year 
for off quality, in the character of the raw material, 
which, to a considerable extent, was not up to the 
usual average in quality and condition, owing to un- 
favorable weather at critical stages of the crop, but | 
am satisfied that a good deal of dissatisfaction would 
have been obviated had more care been exercised 
in packing by those outside canners who were and 
always are the greatest offenders. 

“Another reason for the unsatisfactory conditions 
in the English markets,’ Mr. Jacobs continued, “‘is 
the fact that they are being overstocked. Take the 
item of peaches alone—there is probably a surplus 
there at present of 250,000 cases. Peaches are not 
wanted in very large quantities over there, and the 
market should be allowed to rest until this surplus 
is absorbed. The demand for apricots in the English 
markets is poor, and has been throughout the season, 
but it is expected that there will be a large consump- 
tion of this as well as other fruits during the last 
half of this year. England has not yet entirely re- 
covered from the effects of the Boer war, and added 
to this is the unsettling influence of the Russo-Japa- 
nese struggle, so that business is more or less re- 
stricted, but the outlook is improving and, as I said, 
a much better general business is promised for the 
balance of this year than has been done during the 
past four months. 

“To return to apricots, that article is suffering 
perhaps more than any other in the list of fruits, 
from the fact that shipments of inferior quality were 


unusually large this year. Choice fruit of this as 
well as other varieties is actually scarce there. Pears 


of the best quality are clesely cleaned up. 

“As a result of the experience of this season, I do 
not think shipments of canned fruits from California 
to Great Britain next year will be more than 50 per 
cent of the quantity sent out last season. It would 
be much better for all concerned if the California 
canners would make up their minds not to overstock 
the English market this vear, and what is even more 
to the point, would exercise greater care in the quality 
of the goods sent out. It would put the situation for 
next year in the best possible shape if they will give 
careful consideration to these points.”

Report on New York Pure Food Law. 
Commissioner Weiting of the New York state De- 
partment of Agriculture has submitted to the state 
legislature the tollowing report of the administration 
of New York's food law, a comparatively new statute, 
having been cnacted by the legislature of 1903: 

“The pure food law, so-called, is known as chapter 
524 of the laws of 1903: became a law May 9, 1903, 
taking effect immediately. No appropriation was 
made that year by the legislature for the enforcement 
of this act; the first appropriation made for the pur- 
pose of enforcing this provision was made in the sup- 
ply bill of 1904. An item was inserted therein ap- 
propriating $10,000 for the enforcement of the pro- 
visions of the law relating to pure food. That act 
took effect May I1, 1904, one vear and two days after 
the passage of the first act of the pure food law. 
Since that time, with money available for the purpose 
of enforcing the act, the department has been at work, 
the time being a period of nine months. During this 
nine months the department agents have taken samples 
of foods offered or exposed for sale upon the market, 
with the view of having them examined or analyzed 
to determine whether their sale, or offer of sale, was 
in violation of the statute from any standpoint, wheth- 
er it be from improper labeling, or from the fact that 
the adulterations, if they existed, were adulterations 
not permissible under the statute and the labeling upon 
the can. 

“For this purpose 780 samples have been gathered 
during the time and submitted to the chemist, namely: 
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“Of the number thus gathered and submitted to 
the chemist up to date, 134 have been found to be 
violations of the statute, 64 of which have already 
been referred to the attorney general for action; the 
remaining number, 70, will be referred to the attor- 
ney general if the evidence, all of which is not in this 
office, shows that the sale or exposure for sale was a 
violation of the statute. 

“It must be borne in mind that the analysis by the 
chemist does not always determine whether the sale 
of the goods is a violation of the statute or not, for 
instance : 

“First—If the analysis by the chemist shows that 
the adulteration is with some ingredient that is poison- 
ous, detrimental or unhealthful, then the analysis of 
itself is conclusive that the sale or offer for sale is a 
violation. If, however, the adulteration is not of that 
nature, but is by the addition of some inferior sub- 
stance not deleterious in itself, it is still a violation 
unless the goods are so labeled as to show the con- 
stituents of the commodity. In that event, we have 
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to compare the label with the analysis by the chemist. 
lf that comparison shows that it is labeled to show the 
constituents, it is no case; if it does not show the con- 
stituents, such sale is a violation of the statute. 

“At the time of the commencement of the enforce- 
ment of this act, in May, above referred to, many of 
the commodities or food products sold upon the mar- 
ket were labeled so as to be misleading, if not abso- 
lutely misrepresenting. It is but a fair statement to 
make to say to-day the large and responsible manu- 
facturers, and the best dealers, are obeying that por- 
tion of the law relating to branding; but occasionally 
you will find a person, well-intending, who is not obey- 
ing it, through a misinterpretation or a misapprehen- 
sion as to the requirements of the statute. These 
cases are not frequent, but they occur. 

“In the enforcement of this statute, new questions 
are constantly arising that require conference between 
the producer and those enforcing the statute. I am 
pleased to say, however, that the manufacturers them- 
selves, as a rule, evince a desire to obey the statute, 
and are seemingly eager to know just what its require- 
ments are as applied to their particular commodity. 

“In the meantime the calls made by this depart- 
ment upon our chemists for information are raising 
many very difficult problems, some of which are not at 
the present ‘ime settled. With this unsettled condi- 
tions of things, it produces doubt in some phases in 
cases such as to make it impracticable to present them 
to the courts. This is 1ot to be wondered at, when 
the fact is taken into consideration that many of the 
manufacturers who are producing synthetic products 
employ able chemists to advise them, and it is not an 
unreasonable stretch of imagination to assume that, in 
preparing the products, they do not go out of their 
way to leave too many earmarks fr the chemist who 
later undertakes to determine the constituents. 

“Tn addition to collecting samples and having them 
analyzed to determine their constituents, the depart- 
ment has been confronted with the further question 
as to whether certain constituents used in food prod- 
ucts were poisonous, detrimental or harmful, as cer- 
tain prohibitions in the statute are in such general 
terms. To be more specific, the statute provides 
against the manufacture or sale, or exposure for sale, 
of food products ‘if they contain any added poisonous 
ingredient, or any ingredient which may render the 
articles injurious to the person consuming it.’ Under 
this provision of the statute, it is necessary to show 
the effect of certain ingredients upon the system, and 
it cannot be shown by introducing evidence to show 
what the popular opinion is relative to such com- 
modity ; it must be shown by competent authority. 

“In order to meet this phase, I desired to employ 
men eminent in their professions as physiologists or pa- 
thologists, but found that in order to do this I must 
either take them from the eligible civil service list 
(of which there was none), or get the consent of the 
civil service commission to the employment of par- 
ticular personages. In this I encountered consider- 
able delay, but finally, on Sept. 24, 1904, I obtained 
the permission of the civil service commission to em- 
ploy Professor P. A. Fish, of Cornell university, who 
has performed some work since. The physiological 
work had been performed in the first instance by Dr. 
A. L. Haines, a physician of twenty years’ standing, 
and his experiments and research work have been 
submitted to Professor Fish for examination, and such 
further experiments as might be deemed necessary in 















order to determine the question raised relative to com- 
modities. Thus far these gentlemen have experj- 
mented with benzoate of soda, sulphurous acid, and 
borax, and the question of paraffine is now being con- 
sidered. 

“T submit to you herewith the report made to this 
department by Chemists E. J. Wheeler, Joseph F, 
Geisler, and E. G. Love, and report made by Dr. A, 
L. Haines relative to experiments performed by him, 
[ also submit to you cards bearing sample dye cloths, 
The dyes with which these cloths were colored were 
extracted from food products analyzed by the chem- 
ists, submitted to them as above indicated. A few 
days ago 64 additional cases were referred to the at- 
torney general for prosecution, making 128 in all. 

“The pure food law of this state is known as Article 
11 of the state agricultural law and constitutes chap- 
ter 524 of the laws of 1903, entitled an act relating to 
the sale, aduiteration or misbranding of food and food 
products. Its provisions are: 

No person or persons, firm, association or corporation shall 
within this state, manufacture, produce, sell, offer or expose 
for sale any article of food which is adulterated or misbranded 
within the meaning of this act. The term food as used herein 
shall include all articles used for food. confectionery or condi- 
ments by man, whether simple, mixed or compound. 

In the case of confectionery, an article shall be deemed to 
he adulterated if it contains terra alba, barytes, talc, chrome 
yellow, or other mineral substances or poisonous colors or 
flavors, or other ingredients deleterious or detrimental to 
health. In the case of food an article shall be deemed to be 
adulterated : 

1.—lf any substance or substances has or have been mixed 
or packed with it so as to reduce or lower or injuriously 


affect its quality or strength so that such product, when of- 
fered for sale, shall deceive or tend to deceive the purchaser. 
2.—If any substance or substances has or have been sub- 


stituted wholly or in part for the article, so that the product 
when sold or offered for sale, shall deceive or tend to deceive 
the purchaser. 

3.—If any valuable constituent of the article has been wholly 
or in part abstracted, so that the product, when sold or offered 
for sale, shall deceive or tend to deceive the purchaser. 

4.—If it contain any added poisonous ingredient or any in- 
gredient which may render such article injurious to the health 
of the person consuming it. 

5.—If it consist in whole or in part of a filthy, decomposed, 
or putrid animal or vegetable substance, or any portion of an 
animal unfit for food, whether manufactured or not, or if it 
is the product of a diseased animal, or one that has died other- 
wise than by slaughter. 

An article of food shall be deemed to be misbranded: 

1.—If it be an imitation of or offered for sale under the 
distinctive name of another article. 

—If it be mixed, colored, powdered or stained in a manner 
whereby damage or inferiority is concealed, so that such 
product, when sold or offered for sale, shall deceive or tend 
to deceive the purchaser. 

3.—If the package containing it or its label shall bear any 
statement regarding the ingredients or the substances con- 
tained therein, which statement shall be false or misleading in 
any particular, or if the same is falsely branded as to the state 
or territory in which it is manufactured or produced: Pro- 
vided, that an article of food which does not contain any 
added poisonous or deleterious ingredients shall not be deemed 
to be adulterated or misbranded in the following cases: 

1.—In the case of mixtures or compounds which may be 
now or from time to time hereafter known as articles of food, 
under their own distinctive names, and not included in defini- 
tion first of misbranding articles of food in this section. 


2.—In the case of articles labeled, branded or tagged so as 
to plainly indicate that they are mixtures, compounds, com- 


binations, imitations, or blends: Provided, that the same shall 
be labeled, branded or tagged so as to show the character and 
constituents thereof: And provided further, that nothing in 
this act shall be construed as requiring or compelling proprie- 
tors or manufacturers of proprietary foods whieh contain no 
unwholesome added ingredients to disclose their trade for- 
mulas, except in so far as the provisions of this act may re- 
quire to secure freedom from adulteration or imitation. 























New Features of North Dakota Food Law. 


New features of the North Dakota food law will be 
brought prominently to the attention of manufactur- 
ers and jobbers after July Ist, when the new law be- 
comes effective. North Dakota Food Commissioner 
E. F. Ladd states that he will be able, under the new 
law, to weed out many things he has not been able 
to touch under the old. 

Labels on all packages of food, after July Ist, must 
state net weight plainly; the name and address of the 
manufacturer, and a statement as to quality which will 
be an intelligent guide to the consumer. In his last 
bulletin Commissioner Ladd summarized some of the 
provisions of the North Dakota law as follows: 

All foods and beverages must be free from coal tar dyes. 

They must be free from chemical preservatives, formal- 
dehyde, benzoic acid, sulphurous acid, boracic acid, salicylic 
acid, hydroflouric acid, saccharin, betanapthol or any salt or 
antiseptic compound derived from these products. 

They must be labeled true to name in every respect. 

Every package, bottle or carton must bear the true net 
weight. ‘ 

It must bear the true name of the manufacturers or jobbers. 

It must show the true grade or the class of the goods. 

The use of benzoate of soda one part in 2,000 is permitted 
in certain classes of perishable goods sold in bulk. 

If any essential constituent has been removed the substance 
is adulterated. 

If any substance has been added to as to deceive or mislead 
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ed to 576,500 cases, as against 545,000 cases in 1903.

New Variety of Salmon in Fraser. 


According to advices from Vancouver, B. C., spring 
salmon of a variety which canners say has never been 
seen in the Fraser river before are now running in 
large numbers. They are much larger and a heavier 
fish than those which have early in the season fre- 
quented the river in past years. W. H. Baker, gen- 
eral manager of the British Columbia Packers’ Asso- 
ciation, has given instructions to some of the officials 
of the company to investigate the peculiar run. Many 
of the cannerymen say they believe that they are the 
Columbia river chinook. It is possible that some 
large schools of these fish have missed the Columbia 
river and come north to the Fraser. The chinook av- 
erage in weight from 26 to 26!4 pounds, while the 
“spring” in the Fraser will average about 20 pounds 
in weight. Mr. Baker says: “I see no reason why

the purchaser the product is adulterated. 

Mixed or compound substances may be sold when properly 
labeled. 

Vinegars must be sold under true names. 
must be made wholly from apples. 

The sheriffs in each county are deputies for guarding 
against the sale of adulterated food products in each county. 

The station is authorized to fix standards of purity, quality 
or strength. 

Any citizen may have foods analyzed at the experiment 
station. 

Twice each year county auditors must publish in the official 
county paper a list of all adulterated foods found on sale in 
the state. 

The court may confiscate goods found to be adulterated. 

If adulterated goods are sold no action can be maintained 
in any court in the state for the purpose of collecting out- 
standing bills for the same. 

The state’s attorney must prosecute all persons violating the 
law when evidence has been furnished by the station. 

The food commissioner, his agents, the sheriffs or their 
deputies, shall have free access at all reasonable hours, for the 
inspection of foods.

Combating Asparagus Rust. 

Within the last few years asparagus growers jp 
eastern and southern localities have been dreading 
the rust. It has injured the crop seriously in some 
sections. Reports, however, indicate that the injuries 
have been confined to dry soils and almost wholly to 
dry seasons. Even on these soils many differences ap- 
pear in the resisting qualities of individual plants, 
Whole beds in close proximity show these strikingly, 
Robust, vigorous plants even on apparently dry soil 
are able to withstand the rust remarkably. * 
should be chosen for seed parents. 

No spraying has proved an effective or satisfactory 
remedy, or even preventive ; first, because no mixture 
has yet been devised which sticks satisfactorily to the 
glassy plants, and second, because after the parasite 
is once established it cannot be reached below the sur- 
face of the plant’s skin. For these reasons, too, the 
cost of spraying this crop for the prevention of rust 
has been found rather high. 

According to Professors Stone and Smith of the 
Massachusetts experiment station, the best means of 
controlling the rust is thorough cultivation, to secure 
vigorous plants. In seasons of extreme dryness plants 
growing on very dry soil should, if possible, be irri- 
gated. It is also generally conceded that the burn- 
ing of the tops during summer seriously injures the 
roots, weakening their vitality and making the growth 
of the following year still more susceptible to rust. 
After the plants have become dry in the autumn, burn- 
ing is excellent, provided the fire be started on the 
windward side and swept across the field. To be most 
effective, the plants should be still standing unbroken. 
A thin dressing of lime is recommended to follow the 
burning and :n the spring shallow plowing.—American 
Agriculturist.

The values of the imports of canned fruits and vege- 
tables from the United States are compiled under one 
head at the custom-house here; therefore it is im- 
possible to ascertain the proportion that should be 
credited to fruits. In the year 1902 the imports 
amounted to $5,182.28, and it is safe to state that two- 
thirds of that amount represented fruit. The figures 
for 1903 are not yet compiled. 

The trade could be increased by the packers of 
canned fruits and vegetables allowing, say, 5 per cent 
on the first few orders for advertising. Special at- 
tention is called to this, as it has worked to advantage 
in introducing other lines of Packers of

Imported canned 
fruits are purchased only by those who are in fair 
financial circumstances, consequently there are many 
people who have never tasted American canned fruits, 
and others who, though knowing the commodity, can- 
not afford to buy the same. ‘There is, however, a 
quantity of canned fruit imported into the island, and 
it is safe to say that 95 per cent comes from the 
United States, the other 5 per cent from England 

American canned fruit is imported in the standard 
3-pound cans and two qualities are offered for sale; 
the price in Port Antonio is about 50 cents for the 
first grade and about 30 cents for the other. Very 
few of the former are sold. The demand for pears 
and grapes exceeds that of other fruits. :

Advertising Pure Canned Goods. 

The Waukesha, Wis., Canning Co., the Illinois 
Canning Co., of Hoopeston, IIl., and the Federal Can- 
ning Co., of Frankfort, Ind., have jointly issued a 
very attractive booklet under the title of “Green Peas, 
Sugar Corn, and Other Good Things to Eat.”

Tue CANNER has received from the Department of 
Commerce and Labor at Washington a copy of a re- 
port recently submitted to it by United States Consul- 
General Bray at Melbourne, Australia, on the expor- 
tations of tin from Australia and the Straits Settle- 
ments. The report reads as follows:
